Due date for BICL's payment: 

- Subdivision applications - on the date the transfer of erven are required

1. A Development Contribution is a once-off charge imposed by the Municipality on a 
developer as a condition of approval of a land development application in order to cover 
the cost of the bulk engineering services required as a result of an intensification of land 
use. 

2. Development Contributions are payable on the following services: 

• Water 

• Sewer 

• Roads 

• Stormwater 

• Solid Waste 

3. Electricity Services has to abide to the NRS 069: Code of Practice for the Recovery of 
Capital Costs for Distribution Network Assets. 

4. Development Contributions are applicable to all types of developments. (Low Cost 
Housing, GAP Housing, High Income Housing, Commercial, Retail, Educational, etc. 

5. Development Contributions are calculated using the approved calculator using unit cost 
per service as the basis of the formulae. The unit cost are derived from: 

• Replacement value of the service 

• Grants for new infrastructure 

• Outstanding loans for infrastructure 

• Existing consumption 

• Future consumption 

6. Any subsidies and exemptions will be dealt with in accordance to an approved Policy. 

7. Escalation will be done annually as per Construction Price Adjustment Formula(CPAF) 
per calendar year or when a Master Plan has been updated.
